What is Corea subsequent to about two 
years of Herod’a rule? is a question which 
seareas g man could answer satisfactorily 
both to-his own conscience and that of the 
deapotic individual who, unhappily for the 
Land of Morning Calm, has swayed the des- 
tinies of this land for a comparatively ox- 
tended period. Veritas mutantur et

No! none of these 
things have been done, but rather tho re- 
vorse has beon effected, The regal Resi- 
denéy,; in fret, can be held to blaine for 
the deplorable stagnation of commores ; 
for the strangulation of a spirit of progr-ss,. 
the practical quonching of a thirst after oivi- 
Tization and enlightenment, for- tho spill- 
ing of innocent blood of men and worwon 
in tho winter of 1984. But it would be, per- 
haps, too painful to the individual concern- 
ed were this article to define tho measure 
of his responsibility for ‘the, porsistont 
blunderings which have tended to cause 
misery; weeping and wailing and hoart- 
rending as the mother has 
been ruthlessly cut in pieces before the 
eyes of her children, and childron, in some 
cases, beheaded in their parent’s presence 
for no other reagon than that their father 
or brother was judged to bo in aonfe way 
connected with tho desparate struggle 
for freodom and civitization which burst 
forth with such vigour in the wintor of 
1884. His constant blunderings have, it 
may be added, almost stifled local trade 
and resnited at times in danger to both 
Corea and China.

The soliditude which Herod has affected 
for the welfsre of the poorer classes has 
been powerfully oxomplitied in his exer- 
tions to render ineffective the exertions of 
those philanthropists (headed by tho King 
himself) who opened a freo hospital in the 
capital. Also in the formation of ‘cash’ 
and rice ‘rings’ and the establishment of 
monopolies, whereby. the price of tho staple 
food of the people has been raised fourfold, 
and starvation, epidemics and famino have 
become coniparatively common. 


Herod’s bungling and blustoring for 
months past ire Chinese, Japanese, Rus- 
sian and Coreun complications are too wall 
known to call for detailed criticism, suffice 
it to ssy that his actions bave clearly 
betrayed his inmost desives—Suzeraiuty. 

It is notoriuus that this astute repre- 
sentative has made point of standing 
aloof from the forcign representatives in 
Seoul and that he has even endyarcured to 
hold the King aa a more toy in his hands, 
and it must bo conceded that he has been 
for sume time past virtually the ruler of 
Corea | 

His vituperation on various occasions has 

becn directed with unchecked velocity 
againat thoso who have’ differed with him 
on points. connested with his goneral 
policy ; and, to sum him up in tnis con- 
nection, I eannot find more apprapriste 
lJanyuage than,is to be found in ono of 
Lord Beaconsfeld’s speeches ;-—viz. 
‘He is sophistical rhetorician, usually 
inobriated with the exabsrance of his own 
vor bosity and gifted with an egotistival 
imagination which can at all times cummand 
an interminable and inconsistent series 
of arguments to malign an opponent and to 
glorify himself.’ 

It is now a matter of history that. Kin

IN SUMMARY. JURISDICTION. 


(Before His Hoaour Mr A. Js Leach, Acting 
Puiasne Judge) -- 
Saturday, June 18. 
APPEALS AGAINST ASYESYMENT OF PROPERTY. 

Judgment was yivon to-day in an appeal 
against the valuation pluced hy Mr A. 
Shvlton “Hooper, Government -Valuator of 
Polico and Lighting Rateay.on fenements 
held at East Point hy the China Suyar 
Refinery Company. .Mr Wilson; of Messra 
Wotton and Deacon, appeared for the ap- 
peliants ;. Me A. B. Johneon, Crown Soli- 
citer, appearing for the Govornmont, 

His Lordship said:-This is’ an. Ap- 
peal. under the Municipal Rates  Ordi- 
nance 1883, Section: 13). against the vas 
Inativn. put apon the Appellant Oo.’s 
tenements at East Poiat by: the Govern 
ment valor; on the ground that the whole 
of tho prenises ara valued beyond thoir full 
and fair annual evolu. The valuation ap- 


yy valuation. . Section 13 “of the Or- 
dinance (go far'as material): 18: us follows: 
‘Any person aggrieved od. the ground 
that . . . + « .“*-amy tenement 
for which he is rateable is valuéd beyond 
its full and fair annual ‘rental, muy, not 
later than fourteen days after tho last day 
upon which the valuation list. is open for 
inspection, or fourteen daysfrom the duts 
of actual servico upon him of tho notice 0 
in section 9 mentioned, or of- demand for 
payment, if no such notice has . bean 
served, appeal to tho Supreme Court in its 
Summary. Jurisdiction.’ The notice C 
referred to in the above section is, dy 
section 9, to be served not Later than 7 
days after the day for completing’ the 
valuntion when any tenement is valued for 
the first time or the existing valuation is 
alterod. Section 90 says that service 
of any notice under the Ordinances may" 
be effected by leaving it ot such ténement 
if ocoupied, or if not occupied, at the-abode 
or place of business of such owner. Section 
14 requires the appellant to give notice of 
the intention to apposl and of tho ground of 
appeal to the valuer seven days nt least bo- 
fore the holding of the Court at. which the 
‘appeal is to be heard.

Mr. Wilson for the ‘Appellants 
was about to open the csse upon’ the 
merits, when I asked him whether the

peal had been indgod or entered at the 
Supreme Court in any form or shapo either 
within 24 duys after tho last day upon 
which tho valuation ‘list was opou for in- 
spection or within fourtocn days of the date 
of actual service of the notice O. Itappears 
that notice of Appeal was given to the 
Supreme Oourt on Lith May, the day aftor 
the last day on which the valuation list 
was: open for mopestion 5 tet tho valaation 
ior the Viotoria portion’ of Hongkong was 
completed on the 9th April and that tho 
notica C. was served on the Appellants 
through the post onthe same -date.
